Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The examiner does not see the contradiction 
cited in the amendment. Just as a questioniare can contain one or more questions, a product can consist of one or multple parts, each 
part can be rewarded individual in Bahar or the entire product can be rewarded in Bahar. Since Bahar teaches that there is at least one 
winner, then multiple winners and hence products containing multiple parts are also taught. Regarding the argument of the rejection of 
Claim 2, that once a winning design is selected an artisan would have no reason to poll the public the applicant is reminded that Bahar 
teaches at least one winner is chosen. Therefore, when multple winning designs are chosen (such as the mutlple color possibilities in 
Murphy) a polling of the public would allow the artisan to decide between the winning design or designs based upon the responses 
provided. Regarding the applicants argument of the rejection of Claim 4, the Bahar reference does not, as the applicant contents reward 
only one winning design, but instead rewards at least one.
